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Japs Win a Notable Land Engagement. 


St. Petersburg, March 29.—The Emperor has received a dispatch frock | 
General Kuropatkin giving a lengthy report from General Mischtchenko, 
dated Mukden, March 28, which says that an important engagement took 
place near the town of Chong Jun, in which the Russians were defeated, 
retiring in perfect order. 

The Japanese suifered heavily butthe Russian losses are not known. 

Cavalry and infantry on both sides were engaged, The Russians oc- 
eupied a commanding position. The Japanese fought gaHantiy, but ow- 
ing to heavy losses were unable to occupy the position abandoned by the 
Russians. General Kuropatkin’s report is as follows ;— 

I nave the honor to respectfully communicate to your majesty the 
gxeport of General Mischtchenko, which says: ‘For three consecutive days 
our small cutposts attempted to draw the Japanese cavairy into action, 
@nt their patrol, after contact was, established, retired on Chong Jun. 

“Having learned that four squadrons of the enemy were posted five 
versts beyond Chong Jun, on March 27th six companies marched towards

Kasan, and on March 28th reached Chong Jun at 10.30 e.m. 
“*As soon as our scouts approached the town, the enemy opened fire 

from behind the wail. 

‘Two squadrons promptly dismounted and occupied the heights, 600 
gards distant. 

‘An engagement ensued. 

‘In the lower plain a company of infantry and the squadron of cav- 
airy were lying in ambush. 


‘Our men were reinforeed by three companies and attacked the Jap- 
ee with cross fire. Netwithstanding this and our commanding position 


the Japancse gallantly held their ground, and it was only after a fierce 
fight of haif an hour's duration that the Japanese ceased to fire and 
sought refuge in the houses. . 
‘*The Japanese hoisted the red. cross. flag at two points. 
‘*Soon alterwards three squadrons of the enemy were seen advancing 


Kasan road at full gallop: towards the town, which two squad- 
rons succeeded in entering, while the third fell back in disorder under re- 
pe ated volieys from our troops. 

‘A number of men and horses were seen to fall. 

‘For an hovr afterwards our companies continued to 
Sensible in the town, preventing them from leaving their 
houses. An hour and a half aster the beginning of the 
four companies were seen ‘on the Kasan road hastening to the attack. 

‘*T gave the order to mount, and the entire force with a_ covering 
squadron, advanced in perfect order and formed in line behind the hill, 
the wounded were placed in front and the retirement was carried out 
with the ‘deliberation of 2 parade. 

‘The Japanese squadron, which was thrown into disorder was 
dently unable to oscupy the hill which we had just evacuated and _ their 
party arrived too iate. The detachment protecting our rear guards ar- 
rived quietiy at Kasan, where we b aited for two hours 
in order to give attention to our wounded. Stepanoff and Androoke 
were shot in the chest and Vaseivtci in the stomach. Schnilikoff was iess 
berious!y wounded in the arm, but did not leave the field. Three Cos- 
gacks were killed and twelve were wounded, including five seriously.’ ”

London, March 29.—The military; correspondent of the Times says that 
not the least of Russia’s good fortune has been the immunity of Rus 
sia’s railways from destruction and even attempts at demolition. 

Yet the Japanese had studied the whole theatre before the outbreak 
of the war, and knew more about the circumstance, 
of the country and population, outside the immediate neighborhood of 
the railway and the Russian garrisons than the Russians themselves. 

There has been ampie time to dispatch emissaries and raiding parties 
landed during the night from aiong various points of the coast, towariis 
the interior, ‘and it is difficult to account for the immunity of the Rus- 
sian communications.
